three working days the proceedings of 


the House of Representatives have been 
devoid of any general public interest. 
Yesterday the resolution paying James 
McQueen, oi Robeson county, for killing 
Boss Strong, one of the gang of outlaws 
recently infesting that county, the 
amount of the reward, five thousand 
dollars, ($5,000), offered by the last 
General Assembly for his death or 
capture, created some debate. All of 
the opposition to the measure came from 
a squad of republicans, some of whom 
are on the record as having voted last 
year in favor of offering the reward. 
Their picty stddenly grew into the 
ascendant, and their tender consciences 
were horrified at the idea of paying 
what they styled “blood money.” We 
give below this precious “protest,” 
together with the names of its “pious”, 
signers. We hope Brother Blythe will 
see to it that r suddenly acquired 
righteousness is kept up to an orthodox 
standard. Here is the protest: 

“We enter our protest upon the Jour- 
nal against the passage of this resolu- 
tion to payfor the killing of Boss 
Strong. We are uterly opposed to all 
such measures. 

“It is a backward step in civilization 
to pay blood-money tor what is, at 
least, a moral murder. We have 
governmental machinery adequate, if 
put vigorously in force, to arrest an of- 
fender against the peace and order of 
the State. To pay rewards for that 
Which it is the duty of the law officers, 
is to offer immunity to them for a neg- 
lect of their duty, and when that re- 
ward is paid for the shooting down of a 
human being, hunted like a dog, how- 
ever criminal such a person may be, is 
to encourage in the human breast a 
feeliny hostile to the holy principles 
of the Christian religion and destruc- 
tive of all moral advancement.

DANBURY OR “SoRRYTOWN”—THAT'S 
THE QuEsTION.—Mr. Mitchell, Repre- 
sentative from Stokes county, on yester 

day offered a petition to the House, 
signed by 66 citizens of said county, 
asking the Legislature to change the 
name of Danbury, the county seat of 
said county, to the name of Sauraton, 
usually pronounced “Sorrytown.” He 
also presented a counter petition signed 
by some 250 voters, asking that the 
name be not changed. 

Mr. Mitchell explained the petitions, 
and stated that the cause of this appli- 
caliun was supposed to be the result of 
one of the vagaries of Judge Cloud, who 
wants to perpetuate the name of the 
Original owners of that soil—the tribe 
of Saura Indians, for whom the majestic 
Sauraton Mountain is named. Dan- 
bury is situated atthe base of said 
mountain, and on the right bank of 
that beautiful and romantic river, the 
Dan, and 1n two miles of the celebrated 
Piedmont Springs. ‘This proposition is 
upon a par with the resolution lately 
introduced in the Legislature endorsing 
Grant’s Indian policy. Lo, the poor 
whites! The Radicals preter any other 
color.

On motion of Mr. Cunningham, the 
special crder ordered tor the considera- 
tion of the school bill, was reconsidcer- 
ed and the bill referred to the Com- 
mittee on Education. 

On’ the motion to refex Mr. Grandy 
desired to submit some remarks on this 
bill prepared by himself. 

Mr. Cunningham was satisfied that 
Mr. Grandy’s speech was a good one, 
and knew it would look well in print, 
he would therefore ask the Senator to 
hand his remarks to the reporters. Mr. 
Grandy yielded to the suggestion. 

The motion to reconsider the vote by 


Gilliam was indefinitely postponed was 
laid on the table, on motion of Hyman,

Senate resolution relieving W. W. 
Holden, of the political disqualification 
imposed upon him by the high Court of 
Impeachment. 

On the motion of Mr. Murphy to 
postpone the further consideration of 
the resolution till Monday next, and 
be referred to the Judiciary Committee, 
Mr. Love calied ithe previous question, 
and upon this motion Mr. Avera 
demanded the yeas and nays. 

The call for the previous question was 
not sustained. 

The motion of Mr. Murphy to refer to 
the Judiciary Committee, withdrawing 
the day named for its consideration, 
prevailed.

Amendments were taken 
considered. 

Mr. Grandy occupied the floor in op- 
position, stating that he had_ been 
misrepresented in the statemeut, that he 
was opposed to Constitutional Amend- 
ments, but he was opposed to any 
alterations or amendments to that 
instrument atthis time. It was not 
important, and the people did not 
demand a change, If there 
were imperfections the Con- 
stitution, he would rather stand by them 
than to “fly to evils he knew not of,” as 
this bill proposes. le referred to the 
clause in the Constitution providing 
how it shall be changed or amended, 
and argued that the eighteen bills now 
offered were not in accordance there- 
with. He was here interrupted by Mr, 
Morehead, of Guilford, who asked if he 
would vote for the original bill. Mr. 
Grandy—no, sir. He thought the pas. 
sage ot the origina! bill was calculated 
to uproot the whole government of the 
State. To support the amendments, as 
they appear, he thought would be antag- 
onistic to the law now existing, and 
would necessarily lead to revolution. A 
violation of one part was a violation of 
the whole, and he counselled Senators 
to avoid the dangerous ground they 
were treading. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, regretted 
to see that the Senator from Pasquotank 
desired to make this a question of party 
issue. He saw no reason for it, and 
while he regretted, yet asa partizan, he 
would prefer they would make it a 
party issue. He called the attention of 
the Senator to tue Constitution te show 
that in offering these amendments that 
instrument bed been complied with 
strictly to the letter. Ail had been done 
that the law contemplated. 

These amendments could be 
passed, by concurrent resolutions, and he 
would reicr him to the expressed 
opinion of the best lawyer in the Re 
publican party, Hon. #, A. Phillips on 
the subject. 

He did not believe the Senator's ob- 
jections to the amendments were serious, 
bus from the objections that have been 
raised by men of his party to oppose 
any Constitutionnl amendment at any 
time, He would say to the gentlemen 
that the Republican party in the East 
might oppose _in a body the Constitus 
tioual amendments, but not so in the 
West. In his Senatorial District were

Mr. Murphy addressed the Senate at 
considerable length in opposition to the 
amendment. Rather than reduce the 
appropriation for Geological purposes 
he would vote to increase it. He de- 
fended the Geologist against the derelic- 
tions of duty charged by some Senators, 
and believed and had reason to know 
he had discharged his @ifficult duties 
acceptably to the people. He insisted 
upon his trans-mountain friends with- 
drawing their objection to this impor- 
tant measure. 

Mr. Love said he had been misrepre- 
sented in stating he was opposed to the 
State Geologist, it was the office he was 
after. Pending the discussion, the Sen- 
ate adjourned.

Legislature passed a resolution, reques- 
ting Congress to repeal the act striking 
off the names of the Southern survivors 
of the War of 1812 from the pension 
rolls. 

On Tuesday of last week, Senator 
Ransom presented the resolution of the 
North Carolina Legislature, which was 
referred to the Committee on Pensions, 
and ordered to be printed. 

On Thursday last an animated dis— 
cussion sprang up in the Houre of Con 
gress on the question of restoring to 
the pension rolls the names of the 
Southern survivors of the war of 1812. 

As un evidence of the present feeling 
towards the South of the Northern 
Representatives in Congress, the debate 
on the survivors of the war of 1812, 
reported in the Congressional Glove on 
Friday last, will be found exccedingly 
interesting. That debate developed the 
fact that not all the Northern Repubii- 
can members of Congress are filled with 

prejudice and hate towards the South, 
and that some of them who have here- 
tofore been violent in their abuse and 
denunciation of the Southern 
now exhibit a kinder and more chanta. 
ble spirit. 

We have not space for the debate in 
full, but as the discussion is important 
as tending to show the animus of Con- 
cress, Which is growing more liberal 
towards those “ who took part in the 
rebellion,” we will refer briefly to some 
of the speeches delivered on the occa- 
sion. 

Mr. Willard, Republican, of Vermont, 
from the Committee on Revolutionary 
Pensions and War of 1812, reported 
back the bill, restoring the names of 
certain persons to the pension rolls, and 
recommending its passage. The name3 
of these persons had been stricken from 
the rolis in accordance with the acts of 
Congress, excluding from the pension 
law, persons who gave aid and comfort 
to the enemies ot the Government during 
the lateSrebellion, and requiring proof 
of loyalty, &c. The Secretary of the 
Interior struck from the rolls the names 
of pensioners who resided in the South. 
ern States, without inquiring into their 
loyalty, thus throwing the burden of 
proof upon such persons to show that 
they did not give aid and comfort to 
the rebellion, 

Mr. Willard’s bili repeals all previous 
acts making distinclions on account of 
residence, acd restores to the pension 
rolis the names of all soldiers of the war 
of 1812, no matter what may have been 

their scntiments during the war, Mir. 
Willard supported the billin a patriot 
specch. 

Manard, Republican, of Tennessee, 
labored hard to defeat the measure, and 
offered an amendment thatin_ case of 
proof be made of the pensioner’s loyalty 
during the rebellion, all arrearages of 
pensions shall be paid to him. 

Hawley, of Connecticut, and Hawley, 
of Illinois, both Republicans, seconded 
Maynard’s efforts, and wanted proof of 
the claimant’s loyalty before allowivg 
him the benefit of a pension. Except 
from these three members, the bill 
encountered no serious epposition. 


Even Butier, of Massachuset‘s, ese 
poused the measure most heartily and 
made a specch in behalf of the oid 
soldiers of 1812, without regard to their 
position during the late war. He was 
bitterly opposed to taking the persions 
from these old veterans, no matter if 
they did espouse the cause of the South? 
Ife said these pensions were the property 
of these old soidiers, bestowed on them 
by their country for x valuable consid- 
cration of wounds suffered and life- 
bleod lost in defense of their country’s 
soll, and ought not to be confiscated. 

Farnsworth, of [liinois, made ap elo- 
quent appeal in behalf of the Southern 
Veterans. sand that Congress had 
from tiie to time removed the disabili- 
ties of prominent gentiemen tiem the 
south whe bad pariicipated in the re- 
bellion, some of whom held offlecs with 
high salaries under the Government, 
and that the President had appointed 
former rebels to lucrative positions. No 
one should hesitate te restore the pen 
sion-rotls giving eight dollars menth 
toa “poor, one lecsed veteran of the 
war of 1812, becanse he bad perhaps a 
son ia the late war to wiiom he rave 
class of water or a coat,’ 


Mr. Bingham, Repubtican of Chio, 
followed in the same strain, and his re- 
marks were applauded at the close. In 
the course of his speech, referring to 
to his former opposition to the acts of 
Congress excluding rebcls from the ben- 
efits of the pension, he said, 


“It occurred to me then,as it does 
now, thatan old man eighty years of 
age, not one of them can be less, it 
being now fifty-eight years since peace 
was declared after the war of 1812— it

FOR AMNESTY. 
We are glad that the North Carolina 
Amnesty Bill is receiviag such strong 
endorsement and approval from the 
Conservative press of the State. We 
have not yet secn any paper of our 
party take ground against it. We have 
already given articles from several of 
them strongly urging its passage. 
We copy below an edito- 
ial from the Jiillsboro Recorder, and 
will continue to give extracts from our 
exchanges on the subject. 
The Recorder mentions Messrs. Nor- 
wood, Dunham and Scott as entitled to 
the credit for getting the bill through 
the Senate. Allthree of these gentle- 
men made unusually able and effective 
speeches in favor of the bill. Mr. Nor- 
wood will, we learn, at the request of 
several Senators and others, give a copy 
of his speech to the papers for publica- 
tion in full, Mr. Scott’s effort was con- 
sidered one of the strongest arguments 
in favor of the measure, while the 
speech of Major Dunham has been fre- 
quently mentioned as one of the most 
forcible and eloquent that has been 
delivered in the Senate during the 
present session. It produced a decided 
impression on that body and made much 
reputation for the speaker for ability 
and eloquence. 
But besides the three Senators men- 
tioned by the Recorder, the efforts of 
several others are entitled to at least an 
equal claim of gratitude for their zeal, 
ability and services in behalf of the 
bill. Among these may be mentioned 
Col. William A. Allen, of Duplin, who 
introduced the bill, and who labored 
as faithfully tor it as any Senator on 
the floor. Senators Murphy, Waring, 
Flemming, Welch, Merrimon, Morehead 
and Worth, spoke at greater or less 
length in favor of the bill: 

[From the Hillsboro Recorder. 
Amnesty.—The people will draw a 
breath of relief when they find them- 
seives freed from the incubus which has 
so long weighed upon their fortunes and 
their liberties. These long decierred 
measures of reason and of justice have 
taken shape, have passed the Senate, 
and have gone tu the House for concur- 
rence. Toour Senator Mr, Norwood, 
to Mr. Dunham, of Wilson, and to Mr. 
Scott, of Onslow, isthe State mainly 
indebted for the successful issue of a 
debate which arrayed on both sides the 
chief talent of the Senate. The radical 
champions combated the .neasure with 
all the rancor of extreme partisanship, 
while candor will extort from both 
parties the admission that the gentle- 
men on the other side were animated 
by the broadest views of patriotism, by 
the most enlarged seutiments of hu- 
manity, and really above all, by the 
most enlightened common sense. For 
to this extent, it had to come at last. 
The sense of the countiy revolted at the 
idea of keeping the ordinary incidents 
of war perpetually alive. All history 
shows that every war is followed by 
disorders, by au unsettled state of soci- 
ety, by a lax administration of the laws, 
by the gretification of private ven- 
geance; in short, by an induJgence of 
human nature, and while humanity must 
mourn, and while justice may assume 
her sternest front, yet it is necessary to 
look with indulgent eye upon crime 
which owes its existence toa peculiar 
state of society; a state which can 
have but a temporary duration. 

That iimit has !ong since been reached. 
The laws have resumed theirsway. Ail 
is quiet in the land, and it were there- 
fore as unwise as cruel, to keep in re- 
membrance ac.s of violence which owed 
their existence to circumstances which 
have passed away. “That violence was 
committed has not been denied; neither 
can it be denied that it was often justly 
provoked; but in its commission, the 
law was violated, and among its viola- 
tors were embraced many thoughtless, 
impulsive young men, with otherwise 
all the elements of good citizenship, to 
whom the past, for some years, has been 
made a constant source cf terror or an- 
noyance. They can now breathe freely. 
They can now pursue their avocations 
undisturbed by the fear of the spy and 
the informer, The State no longer fears 
to lose the best portion of her bone and 
muscle, and North Carolina may now 
begin to thrive. 

The occupation of the informer is 
gone, and party venom is deprived of 
the ciict weapon by which it hes heres 
tofore gratified its vengeance, or added 
to its strength. In all views, in the ro- 
moval of a fruitful cause of annoyance 
and persecution, be the restoration of 
quiet to the iand,in the regaining the 
the rights of manhood, in the silencing 
of the brood of informers, the Amnesty 
Bill stands foremost in the important 
measure of the session, and the thanks 
of the State are due to the genticinen

JUDGE Tanry’s DAvUGHTERS.—At a 
meeting of the Bar Association in New 
York, on Thursday evening, Mr. Evarts, 
the President, briefly but feelingly called 
the attention of the association to the 
needs of Judge Taney’s daughters, now 
elderly ladies, and who were forced to 
labor manually for a living, when their 
father had given over thirty years to the 
country, and expressed his own feeling 
that the bar of the country would do 
something for their father’s sake. 

The oldest man in the world has at 
length been discovered. His name is 
Jose Martino Continho, a resident of 
Cape Frio, in the province of Rio Jan- 
eiro, Brazil, who was born on the 20th 
of May, 1694, and is therefore, nearly 
one hundred and seventy nine years old ! 
It is said that he has forty two children 
by six wives, and can count one hun- 
dred and twenty three grand children, 
eighty six great grand children, twenty 
three great great grand children, and 
twenty children of the last. 


It is a good thing to furnish jails and 
prisons with libraries, but the purpose 
should be to mitigate the horrors of 
prison life rather than increase them.

Speech of the King of the Sande 
which Islands. 
San Francisco, Feb. 5.—The 
Cabinet of the new King of the Sand- 
which Islands is mostly Americans. 
In a speech the King sald: “Our rela- 
tions with thefforeignigoverninenis are of 
«1 most friendly character, and I am 
satisfied will continue so if we faith- 
fully discharge our duty in conformity 
with the principles of justice and com. 
ity recognized among nations. At home, 
there is peace and reasouabte prosperity, 
which it will be my carnest endeavor to 
promote. The Islands are capable of 
tar higher improvement than they have 
ever belore enjoyed, They 
have capacity enough to make 
a Kingdom whieh shail command 
the respect of other nations as weil 
as the gecatest comfort and happiness 
to w far larger number of people. We 
are fortunately placed,by nature, en the 
ereat ocean highway of mations. Com- 
meree of all flags should be attracted 
hither by the safety of our harbor, our 
abundant products and liberal laws and 
regulations of our ports. All legisla 
tion in future, having in view proper 
protection and promotion of our coim- 
mercial relations shall meet my hearty 
concurrence,” 


Steamship Murrillo. 

Capiz, Feb. 5.—The dispatch from 
Lisbon announcing that the steamship 
Murillo had been sighted off that port 
was incorrect, as she is yet at Cadiz 
where she has remained since her arrival. 
The British Consul here has demanded 
the issue of a writ of attachment against 
her. The Captain of the Murillo and 
the oflicer who was on watch at the 
time of the disaster to the Norfleet hap- 
pened, are held as prisoners on a 
Spanish man of-war pending the inves- 
tigation. The crew are under guard 
and are not allowed to go ashore. The 
Spanish authorities, who have made 
an examination of the Murillo, declare 
that she shows no signs of having been 
in collision, and it is their belief that 
she is guiltless of running down and 
sinking the Northifleet.

Money Influence eh a New York 
Jury. 

New York, Feb. 5.—The Coroner's 
Jury inthe case of the murder of Dur- 
yea by Simmons yesterday, returned a 
verdict that the deceased died from stab 
wounds at the handsof Simmon’s. But 
to this they added their belief, that the 
murderous assault was not premeditated; 
that the prisoner, from previous threats 
made by Duryea’ towards him, 
may have considered his life threatened.
